I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  i960. 


The  vital  statistics  are  all  satisfactory.  There 
have  been  no  maternal  deaths  since  1949.  There  were  only 
two  infant  deaths  in  i960  giving  the  exceptionally  low 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  5*66. 

During  the  year  there  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease.  There  has  been  no  diphtheria  since 
1943  and  no  poliomyelitis  since  1955*  There  was  an 
increased  prevalence  of  whooping  cough  during  the  early 
summer  of  i960.  The  tuberculosis  position  continues  to 
improve.  There  were  six  new  cases  notified  and  no  deaths 
attributable  to  this  disease.  While  this  is  satisfactory 
there  is  no  room  for  complacency  and  there  are  still  a 
number  of  persons  harbouring  the  disease  particularly  middle 
aged  and  elderly  men. 


The  report  relates  entirely  to  the  work  of  Dr. I . Spedding 
Jones  who  retired  on  30th  April?  1 96 1  .  Due  tribute  has  been 
paid  elsewhere.  I  have  to  thank  him  for  handing  over  such 
a  smooth  running  department  to  my  care  and  am  joined  by 
other  members  of  the  staff  here  in  wishing  him  well  in  his 
retirement.  It  is  good  to  know  that  his  advice  is  still 
available  if  required.

Water  supplies  were  well  maintained  throughout  the  year, 
apart  from  the  Parishes  of  Bromfield,  Dundraw,  Holme  Abbey, 
Holme  Low  and  Holme  St.  Cuthberts,  all  of  which  are  on 
intermittent  supply  throughout  the  year  because  of  restricted 
mains  capacity. 


Most  of  the  dwellings  in  these  parishes  have  waterborne 
sanitation  and  conditions  are  extremely  unsatisfactory  when 
for  long  periods  the  w.c?s  cannot  be  flushed,  while  water  for 
milk  cooling  and  the  cleansing  of  cow  sheds  is  frequently 
not  available. 


Consulting  Engineers  have  surveyed  the  district  and 
proposals  will  shortly  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for 
augmenting  the  supply  to  these  deficient  areas. 

In  the  parish  of  Caldbeck  where  no  proper  supply  exists, 
proposals  are  under  consideration  for  a  now  comprehensive 
scheme  to  cover  the  whole  parish,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
provide  augmentation  in  the  parishes  of  Ireby,  Boltons  and 
Westward. 

This  latter  scheme  is  many  years  overdue,  but  at  last 
there  is  hope  that  a  scheme  will  be  approved  and  completed 
in  the  near  future  so  that  the  ratepayers  in  these  remote 
hill  districts  may  enjoy  the  amenities  of  water  supply  and 
modern  sanitation,  and  be  relieved  of  the  suspicion  that 
their  interests  have  been  sacrificed  to  the  advantage  of  the 
urban  population.

I  am  indebted  to  Mr. W.H.D. Summers*  Engineer  &  Surveyor * 
for  the  following  report  2- 

ifTwo  of  the  three  towns  in  the  district  are  well  equipped 
with  severs  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements*  Wigton  having 
recently  been  provided  with  new  trunk  sewers  and  a  new  disposal 
works*  and  Silloth  having  a  good  sewerage  system  with  pumping 
stations  and  sea  outfalls.  The  disposal  works  for  Aspatria 
is  overloaded*  and  the  Council  have  approved  a  scheme  for 
enlarging  the  works*  to  be  started  during  1 961-62.

HOUSING- 

The  thirty  Clinecon  houses  were  occupied  during  i960  and 
the  tenants  are  very  well  pleased  with  them.  Of  70  other 
houses  which  the  Council  decided  to  build  20  were  under 
construction  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Twenty  old  peoples5 
dwellings  are  to  be  built  in  conjunction  with  the  County 
Council  who  are  contributing  approximately  £30  per  annum  per 
dwelling  to  cover  the  cost  of  non-housing  and  welfare 
facilities. 


Twentythree  families  are  still  living  in  Pennine  View 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  too  long  before  they 
are  all  rehoused.  Eleven  of  these  dwellings  were  closed 
during  the  year. 

It  is  hoped  during  1961  to  make  a  substantial  start 
on  the  slum  clearance  problem  as  there  are  many  old*  congested* 
damp  houses  in  the  district  which  have  outlived  their  useful¬ 
ness  lacking  amenities  regarded  as  essential  to  modem  living.

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Whooping;  Cough  was  prevalent  in  the  early  summer  of 
I960  and  32  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were 
no  deaths. 

Measles  -  An  epidemic  starting  in  late  1959  continued 
into  i960.  One  hundred  and  thirty-two  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

Pneumonia  -  There  were  three  deaths  recorded  from  this 
disease  during  the  year. 

Influenza  -  There  were  no  severe  epidemics  of  this 
disease  during  i960.  One  death  was  recorded  in  a  man  aged 
86 . 

Poliomyelitis  -  There  have  heen  no  actual  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  in  the  area  since  1955*  On  a  national  scale 
there  were  again  comparatively  few  cases. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  continued  during  the  year  and 
in  the  Wigton  Rural  District  there  are  now  some  6?903  people 
protected  hy  vaccination  out  of  the  total  population  of 
229520.  The  number  of  school  children  protected  is  fairly 
satisfactory  but  less  than  half  the  adult  population  who 
are  eligible  for  vaccination  have  come  forward.  Although 
adults  are  less  liable  to  contract  poliomyelitis  than 
children  the  disease  is  usually  more  severe  and  the  conse¬ 
quences  more  serious. 

Diphtheria  -  We  have  had  no  diphtheria  in  the  area  since 
1948.  Immunisation  was  continued;  323  children  were  immunised 
and  48  received  re-inforcing  doses. 

There  have  been  a  few  minor  outbreaks  of  this  disease  in 
the  country  in  the  last  year  or  two  indicating  that  there  can 
be  no  let  up  in  the  immunisation  programme.  Parents  should 
always  have  their  children  adequately  protected. 

Food  poisoning  -  There  was  one  case  of  food  poisoning 
due  to  Slamonella  typhi  murium  and  caused  by  eating  infected 
duck  egg.

Selection  of  Tenants 


HOUSING 


During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to 
ions  for  rehousing  from  persons  who  neither 
within  the  area.  Formerly  applicants  were

In  December  388  applicants  were  on  the  waiting  list* 

147  of  these  having  been  added  during  the  year.  The  awakened 
:  interest  no  doubt  being  due  to  the  sight  of  houses  in  course 
of  erection  once  more*  and  the  assurance  of  sensible  rents 
following  the  settlement  of  the  rent  adjustment  dispute. 


New  building  and  Slum  Clearance

Only  30  houses  were  built  and  occupied*  all  of  which 
,  attract  the  slum  clearance  subsidy*  but  a  decision  to  erect 
.  a  further  71  dwellings  was  taken*  and  later  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  Of  these*  36 
|  were  ear-marked  for  slum  clearance  purposes.  The  Ministry 
also  approved  payment  of  exchequer  subsidy  at  £10  per  annum 
for  60  years  in  respect  of  one  bedroom  bungalows  with  a  bed 
recess.  I  have  inspected  the  six  bungalows  of  this  type 
built  at  Thursby  for  old  folk  and  find  the  internal  layout 
to  be  first  class*  despite  the  fact  of  having  only  one  access 
to  the  external.  The  tenants  are  no  less  pleased*  and 
visitors  from  other  areas  have  declared-  them  better  than  their 
own. 


.  Ministry  approval  to  the  ” running  down”  of  the 
View  estate  at  Silloth  was  received  with  relief  and 
faction  on  the  part  of  the  officials.  This  estate

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accommodation  adapted  from  ex-R.A.F.  hutments  is  no  longer  any 
credit  to  the  Council,  although  it  must  he  acknowledged  that 
these  41  duellings  were  an  undoubted  asset  at  a  time  after 
the  war  when  the  housing  shortage  was  acute.  During  i960 
six  of  these  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  and  five 
found  their  own  homes  elsewhere.  In  the  previous  year  seven 
families  left  here  and  the  accommodation  was  not  relet. 

An  official  circular  was  received  drawing  attention 
to  the  implementation  of  the  Council9 s  slum  clearance  prog¬ 
ramme  submitted  to  the  Government  in  1955*  In  the  first 
five  year  programme  it  was  expected  that  202  sub-standard 
dwellings  would  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act,  whereas 
in  fact  only  93  were  accounted  for.  Here  again  we  are 
paying  the  price  for  the  three  lean  years  when  no  new  house 
building  was  undertaken  because  of  the  rent  impasse. 

During  the  yearn  under  review  18  Closing  Orders  and  five 
Demolition  Orders  were  sealed.  Twenty  Closing  Orders  v/e re 
made  effective  and  five  dwellinghouses  were  demolished. 


The  Rent  Act, _ 1937 

An  owner  applied  for  cancellation  of  Certificates  of 
Disrepair  in  respect  of  two  dwellings ,  but  both  applications 
were  refused  as  all  the  repairs  had  not  been  done. 

There  were  no  fresh  applications  from  tenants  for 
Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

I  am  surprised  that  so  little  use  is  made  of  this 
legislation  as  an  effective  means  of  enforcing  housing  repairs. 
This  I  believe  to  be  due  partly  to  complacency  and  partly  to 
ignorance  of  the  powers  available.  There  is  a  certain 
reluctance  on  t he  part  of  tenants  to  invoke  the  laws  made 
expressly  for  their  benefit ,  matched  only  by  the  diffidence 
of  some  owners  to  improve  the  lot  of  their  tenants. 

A  reasonable  compromise  seems  to  be  that  whereby  the 
landlord  and  his  tenant  combine  to  improve  property.  The 
owner  has  his  repairs  carried  out  at  a  reduced  cost5  and 
the  occupier  gets  a  better  job  than  he  could  otherwise 
command. 


Improvement  Grants 

Two  types  of  grant  are  available,  the  comprehensive 
discretionary  grant  with  a  maximum  of  £400,  and  the  simpler 
standard  grant  which  carries  a  maximum  of  £155  and  is  in 
respect  of  five  amenities  only.

M eat  insp e c t i on 


In  order  to  maintain  one  hundred  per  cent  post  mortem 
inspection  of  all  bovine  animals  and  pigs  slaughtered,  and 
almost  ninety-five  per  cent  of  sheep  and  lambs,  meat 
inspection  has  to  be  a  seven  days  a  week  job  entailing  1 90 
hours  of  overtime  duties  on  Sundays  and  Tuesday  evenings, 
largely  the  work  of  Mr.  Partington.  The  sheep  and  lambs 
not  inspected  were  slaughtered  at  the  two  private  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  the  area,  and  considerable  additional  travelling 
would  have  been  involved  had  they  been  seen.  In  the 
circumstances  I  think  the  overall  position  is  very  satisfactory 
for  a  rural  district. 


Slaughterhouse  Report 

The  report  on  slaughterhouses  required  by  the  Government 
under  section  3  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1  958  was  submitted 
and  accepted.  The  main  proposals  involve  the  closure  of  the 
public  abattoir  in  Wigton  and  a  private  slaughterhouse  at 
Aspatria.  A  private  slaughterhouse  at  Kirkbride  is  to  be 
modernised  and  a  new  abattoir  built  at  Wigton  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  majority  of  the  area. 


Knackers9  Yards 


Two  such  establishments  are  licensed  in  the  area  and 
have  been  greatly  improved  at  the  instigation  of  the  Council. 
Both  of  them  were  actually  rebuilt,  which  gives  some  indication 
of  their  former  state. 


Model  byelaws  governing  knackers9  yards  were  applied 
for  and  adopted  during  the  year. 


For  the  benefit  of  new  members  it  should  be  explained 
that  a  knacker  yard  is  a  place  where  meat  is  handled  which 
is  not  intended  for  human  consumption-,  as  distinct  from  a 
slaughterhouse . 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

A  butcher9  s  shop  and  making-up  room  which  had  been  the 
subject  of  a  very  adverse  report  under  the  Regulations  was 
voluntarily  closed  during  the  year. 
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Considerable  time  was  spent  ensuring  a  better  standard 
of  compliance  at  the  65  licensed  premises  in  the  area.  At 
a  specially  convened  meeting  representatives  of  the  principal 
breweries  concerned  met  the  Health  Committee  and  discussed 
their  difficulties,  giving  reasons  or  excuses  for  their  tardy 
progress  in  complying  with  notices  drawing  attention  to  short¬ 
comings. 

A  summary  of  the  position  at  the  end  of  i960  is  given, 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  much  remains  to  be  done.

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CLEAN  AIR  ACT 


Following  complaints  of  black  smoke  emissions  from 
three  County  Council  establishments  in  Wigton*  the  County 
Heating  Engineer  visited  the  Central  Kitchen  and  the  Baths* 
no  doubt  checking  on  stoking  methods.  The  truth  is  that 
little  worth  while  improvement  can  be  expected  with  these 
hand  fired  boilers.  Hand  firing  is  a  thing  of  the  past  1 

At  Highfield  House*  the  other  County  Council  premises 
involved*  I  am  pleased  to  report  a  very  different  outcome. 

Two  vertical  Cochrane  boilers  with  mechanical  under  feed 
stokers  have  been  installed*  all  in  accordance  with  accepted 
practice*  and  I  have  little  doubt  that  a  saving  in  fuel  bills 
will  in  time  defray  the  initial  cost. 

Approval  was  given  under  Section  3  of  the  Act  to 
Messrs.  British  Rayophane  Limited  to  their  proposal  to 
install  a  second  Wilson  Multipac  packaged  boiler.  This  is 
an  oil  fired  boiler  and  a  first  class  job. 


MOVEABLE  DUELLING- 3 


For  the  second  year  running  a  sub-committee  of  the 
Health  Committee  visited  the  camping  sites  in  the  Allonby 
and  Silloth  districts.  Shortcomings  were  noted  and  the 
owners9  attention  drawn  to  them.  The  Regulation  governing 
the  spacing  of  moveable  dwellings  was  amended  to  ensure  a 
space  of  25  feet  instead  of  15  feet  between  them.  This 
applied  only  to  new  sites  and  was  intended  to  bring  the 
spacing  into  conformity  with  that  stipulated  in  planning 
consents  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act. 

A  new  site  was  approved  at  Port  Carlisle  after 
rotracted  negotiations  over  the  question  of  drainage 
acidities.

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REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  SALVAGE 


Three  collection  vehicles  were  in  regular  service  during 
the  year.  A  ten  cubic  yard  loading  capacity  petrol  driven 
? Dennis9  was  based  on  Aspatria.  This  eleven  year  old 
vehicle  averaged  5-95  miles  per  gallon  and  was  proving  very 
costly  on  repairs.  A  decision  to  dispose  of  it  for  this 
reason  was  taken  and  a  replacement  ordered. 

A  seven  cubic  yard  loading  capacity  ’Karri  or ?  serves  the 
Silloth  area.  This  vehicle  is  diesel  engined  and  gives 
15*23  miles  to  the  gallon.  It  is  three  years  old. 

At  Wigton  a  twelve  cubic  yard  loading  capacity  ’Karrier’ 
shows  a  fuel  consumption  of  13*70  miles  per  gallon.  This 
vehicle  is  the  new  end  loading*  dual  tipping  kind.  The 
chassis  is  that  of  the  seven  cubic  yard  model*  yot  the 
capacity  is  increased  by  five  cubic  yards*  due  in  part  to 
its  ability  to  tip  fore  as  well  as  aft*  thus  compressing  the 
load. 

Some  concern  was  expressed  by  members  regarding  the  in¬ 
frequency  of  collections  in  certain  parts  of  the  area.  There 
are  a  few  isolated  hamlets  where  monthly  collections  are  the 
rule*  although  generally  speaking  the  volume  of  refuse  at 
these  places  is  relatively  small*  and  a  number  of  villages 
still  have  fortnightly  visits.  I  prepared  a  report  on 
this  subject  showing  how  a  weekly  service  could  be  operated 
throughout  the  area  by  the  acquisition  of  an  additional 
vehicle  and  crew.  The  report  was  p/e  11  received  and  the 
matter  was  deferred  for  further  review  at  the  time  of  the 
consideration  of  the  rate  estimates  for  1961/2.
